was completed this morning," the 
CHQ communique said briefly in 
announcing the fall of this strong- 
hold, 175 miles west of the Egyp- 
tian frontier. 


With British mechanized forces 


already operating beyond Derna, 
the next objective of General Sir 
Archibald P. Wavell's desert fight- 
ers appeared to be Bengasi, 150 
miles farther west of Derna. 


The fall of Derna followed Brit- 


ish capture of Bardia Jan. 5, and 
Tobruk Jan. 22. 


On the Eritrean front, today's 


communique said the concentnra- 
tlon of British forces in the Agor- 
dat-Barentu sector was "proceed- 
ing smoothly in spite of distances 
and physical

For the tragic and terrible events

i of life. Standards are changing. A 
! deep seriousness is coming over 
the mood of myriads. It is not 
easy to remain trivial-minded, and 
thing minded, In a day when all 
the old values are being challeng- 
ed; and an entire civilization Is 
being turned to the usages of war. 
Whenever 
thoughtful 
persons 


gather, the talk turns to the poss- 
ible "shape of things 
to 
come." 


What kind of a new world are we 
building, or preparing 
to build? 


No economic or social theories are 
too fantastic to come 'under se- 
rious discussion today. 


Man's mind is in an increasing 


ferment. We are all trying, more 
or loss vaguely, to appraise what 
is permanent and what is transi- 
tory; what Is essential and what 
is unessential; what Is worth liv- 
ing for, and, If need be, worth dy- 
ing for? 


Out Of It All. 


Out of all this serious thinking, 


after it has gone further, and paid 
a heavier price, will emerge the 
common purposes that will dom- 
inate the life of the long tomor- 
row. A sobered race is making up 
its mind to get rid forever of the 
horror of war. It sees far enough 
into reality to resolve to do away 
with the motives that create war: 
the greed of many men; the pride- 
ful, conscienceless imperialism of 
politicians and ruling classes; the 
dangerous cult- of militarism; the 
narrow nationalism of selfish peo- 
ples; the injustices of unbrother- 
ly classism; and the emotional and 
intellectual Instability of the mass- 
es. 


Meanwhile, common sense tells 


us that we must break the pagan 
power of the totalitarian nations, 
and free their own people, as well 
as the millions they have enslaved; 
so that there may be a fresh and 
fair start toward an era of co-op- 
oration and good will. He is a poor 
friend of peace who would arrest 


j the ponding conflict, leaving

! whenever It becomes to their ad- 
vantage to do so. 


But the war issue Is only one of 


many at stake in this contempo- 
rary world revolution • of

thinking. Our whole manner and 
objectives of life are involved. Peo- 
ple's serioua-mlndedness is mak- 
ing them question all of our usag- 
es. Men and women are getting a 
saner conception of what consti- 
tutes life for themselves. It Is not 
too much to say that the world is 
becoming spiritually minded. Peo- 
ple are thinking and talking about 
God; 
and about His relationship to 


the horror-filled events of 
these 


days. Honest souls see nations be- 
ing punished for their sins; and 
for their Ignoring of the clear will 
of the Almighty. 


Frivolity—and Tragedy. 


"Light mlndedness," Is a label

ard of school organization, Dr. E. 
H. Hereford, college examiner for 
the stats of Texas, told a joint 
meeting of the Corslcana Teachers 
Association 
and

the Junior high school here Tues- 
day night that the

•which the schools can adequately 
meet the increasing demands on 
educational facilities imposed sev- 
eral years ago when legislation was 
passed permitting children of six 
years of age to enter public schools.

lems arising from legislation pass- 
ed several years ago permitting 
children six years of age to enter 
public schools whereas up to that 
time the children were required to 
be seven yeara old, Dr. Hereford 
pointed out. Since that time edu- 
cators throughout the state have 
experienced considerable 
difficul- 


ty in handling the small children 
and teaching them properly with- 
out lowering the standard of in- 
struction, he said. 
The fact that 


six year old children were unable 
to grasp basic training like sev- 
en year olds resulted in a large 
majority of failures, the speaker 
pointed out. 


Some of these students, he con- 


tinued, were undeservingly passed 
by teachers who hesitated at fall- 
ing so many, and these pupils went 
over Into the higher grades with- 
out sufficient basic training. Re- 
sults from this, he asserted, ia 
easily distinguishable. 


Discussing the 
most 
effective 


place to Install the extra grade, I 
Dr. Hereford said that after con- 
siderable study he was convinced 
that It should be Instituted some- 
where in the lower grades of the 
elementary 
schools. 
This would 


give the children'an additional year 
to thoroughly acquaint themselves 
with various basic problems pre- 
paratory to future work as well as 
eliminate 
considerable 
difficulty 


In re-organizing the higher grades 
by placing it there. 
This method 


would also do away with any fric- 
tion between parents and school of- 
ficials, because if instituted in the 
higher grades some of the students 
would find themselves one more 
year from graduation than they 
would otherwise be. 


Better Prepared Students, 


Dr. Hereford said that the in- 


stallation of this extra grade in 
the elementary schools is the best 
method to use Because all the high 
school trouble can be traced direct- 
ly to the grade schools. This would 
make 
eight-grade 
elementary 


schools instead of the original sev- 
en which would furnish the high 
schools with better prepared stu- 
dents. The high school would still 
retain Its regular four-years of 
training without interruption, he 
said. 


Referring to the cost of an extra 


grade, the speaker said that he did 
not see where any additional ex- 
penses would be Involved because 
the schools would still have the 
same number of students. How- 
ever, some expenses might be In- 
curred In purchase of text books 
the first year or so, he said. 


Reporting on a survey recently 


made by his department, Dr. Here- 
ford revealed that about 75 
pel- 


cent of the schools In the state 
are already on tho twelve-grade 
system or are planning to Include 
the extra grade within the next 
two years. 


In a brief talk preceding 
the 


principal address, W. H. Norwood, 
superintendent of 
the 
Corsicana 


public schools, said that the local 
school system Is right on the verge 
of converging its standard of or- 
ganization 
from an eleven-grade 


system 
Into a twelve-grade sys- 
tem. 


O. F. Allen, president of the 


Corsicana 
Teachers 
Association, 


welcomed the 
Navarro 
County 


teachers to Corslcana ^nd to the 
Junior High school of which he 
Is principal.

I the Bureau of Internal Revenue 
has greatly increased its staff in 
its several 
district offices. 
The 


experience of former years shows 
that the Bureau is always swamp- 
ed with late returns. If taxpayers 
will file their returns early they 
will find that this will be mutually 
beneficial to them and to the gov- 
ernment. 


A large number of these returns 


contain errors which, If not cor- 
rected by the audit, would result 
to the disadvantage of the taxpay- 
er. Many persons pay in more than 
the amount of the tax due; others 
fall to take advantage of the per- 
sonal exemption, the credit allow- 
ed for dependents, or deductions 
from gross income to which they 
are entitled. 


In making out your income tax 


return, read carefully and study 
the Instructions that accompany 
the forms on which the tax is com- 
puted, it may be obtained at the 
office of the collector of internal 
revenue, deputy collector, or an In- 
ternal revenue agent in charge. 
When you visit an internal rev- 
enue office to get assistance In 
making out your return, take a 
copy of your 1039 return with you.

Fail- 
ure to use tho proper form pre- 
sents difficulties to both the tax- 


Form 1096, the names of all their 
employees to whom, if single, they 
made payments of 800 or more in 
1940; 
and if married, 2,000 or more. 


If the marital status of tho em- 
ployee Is unknown, he must be re- 
ported as single. 


These returns should be filed on 


or before February 15, 1941, with 
the Commissioner of Internation- 
al Revenue, Returns Distribution 
Section, Washington, D. C. 


The law contemplates that every 


individual, 
If single, or married 


but not living with spouse, whoso 
gross Income for 1940 was $800 or I 
more, must file an income tax re- 
turn. Excuses for not doing so do I 
not relieve the delinquent from 
responsibility for the delinquency.

There are 
more of 
them 


than the average man real- 
izes. For a people so re- 
sentful toward propaganda 
in general, this nation has 
certainly gone for it on a 
grand scale. 


Many of the committees, 


or whatever they call them- 
selves, have the highest mo- 
tives and consider their pro- 
grams extremely 
patriotic. 


They do their work in the 
open and confine it chiefly 
to giving abundant publici-l 
ty to their own ideas. Oth-j 
era are dishonest and try 
to conceal their motives in 
order to trick sincere peo- 
ple to give them the sup- 
port of their names as well 
as their money. The exist- 
ence of so 
many 
groups 


makes it 
easier 
for 
the 


dangerous ones to conceal 
their true character and to 
keep a confused public from 
recognizing and 
exposing 


their baseness. 


It would not be so dis- 


turbing a situation if such 
groups interfered only with 
each other, or merely pro- 
vided their respective mem- 
bers with opportunity for 
discussion 
and 
resolution- 


passing. But, as Dr. Harry 
A. Overstreet has pointed 
out, they divide the nation 
into "groves" of thinking 
and break down the idea of 
unity and co-operation for 
the common good represent- 
ed in the motto "E Pluribus 
U n u m" — "o n e O u t of 
Many." 


It is as necessary for the 


preservation 
of democracy 


that Americans get back to 
that motto as it is to prepare 
for military defense.

When the manure is up to ground 
level, lay a 2 or

Add a cover so the bed will 
heat. The 
temperature will

EIGHT 
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PREMIER METAXAS OF 
GREECE DIED TODAY; 


MILITARY GENIUS

ATHENS, 
Jan. 
29.—(IP)—Gen. 


John Metaxas, premier and dicta- 
tor of Greece for nearly five years, 
died today of a throat Infection at 
the age of 70, bequeathing his hope 
of victory over Italy to a govern- 
ment swiftly reorganized and dedi- 
cated to that purpose. 


The strong man, ill for only 


three 
weeks, regained 
conscious- 


ness just before he died, It was 
said, mid, knowing that the end 
was near, addressed these words 
to 
Minister 
of 
Home 
Security 


Constantino Maninndakis, at 
his 


bedside. 


"So there is no hope whatever? 


You understand, Costa, it is not 
for myself that I min'd, but I 
place my hope in the Greeks." 


("Costa" was Metaxas' familiar 


form for Constantino.) 


Shortly after death—at 6:20 a. 


m. (10:20 p. m. Tuesday, C.S.T.)— 
King George II called a meeting 
of the cabinet and announced his 
decision

Korizis, 
55-year-old governor

the National Bank, as Metaxas' 
successor.

Illness Appears Jan. T. 


Metaxas' illness first appeared 


Jan. 7 with attacks of dizziness. 
At first these were thought to be 
results of fatigue but medical ex- 


kid- 
amination indicated he had 
ney ailment. 


On Jan. 
19 Metaxas 
worsened 


after removal of his tonsils and 
he remained in bed until death. 


The chief physician of the Brit- 


ish Mediterranean fleet 
flew 
to 


Athens from Crete to assist Greek 
doctors and a German specialist 
was en route from Vienna when 
the dictator died. 


Korizis and the ministers tooK 


the oath of allegiance in the pres- 
ence of the monarch at 10 a. m. 
(2 a. m. CST)—just three hours 
and 40 minutes after Metaxas died 
at his home ;n Kiphissia, a suburb 
of Athens.

tion added, received "the sad news 
in calm and with absolute confi- 
dence in the king, and the govern- 
ment Is decided to carry on the 
victorious struggle." 


Military Genius. 


Metaxas, a veteran soldier and 


military genius, had held dictatori- 
al powers in the Greek govern- 
ment with the approval of King 
George since Aug. 4, 1936, when he 
engineered the coup d'etat which 
gave his country an authoritarian 
regime. 
He was proclaimed "premier for 


life" on July 30, 1938. 


Military men have given him 


much of the credit for 
Greece's 


successful stand against the Itali- 
an invasion, which began last Oct. 
28 and was turned into a retreat 
into Albania. 


Early in his career, Metaxas was 


regarded in some quarters as some- 
what "pro-German," but he repudi- 
ated any such sympathies in his 
role of Greece's strong man, and 
there was no doubt of his British 
leanings after the European situ- 
ation flared into open war in Sep- 
tember, 1939. 


Known as an organizer and an 


ardent patriot, he had been famed 
for his driving determination to 
see his ideas carried through. 


The last vestige of opposition to 


his regime disappeared in Febru- 
ary, 1938, when several party lead- 
ers favoring a return to constitu- 
tional government were banished 
to Greek Islands In the Aegean.
